BURNED TO DEATH
WEST VIRGINIA,
From the Buckhawnon (I, Va) News, Jwly 7.

One of the most terrible anid heartrending ace
dents which has ever happened in our county oc-
carred on the night of July 2 The house of Mr.
John Quick was destroyed by fire, and, most sud to
relute, his wife and three children, and two chilldren
of & near nelghbor, Mr. Kimbail, six in all, perished
in the Names, We have recelved the following ae-
count, furnighed by K. J. Barr, Esq,, who lives near
the scene:—

On the night of the 94 inst, in Washington town-
Ehip, near the mouth of Truby's ran, on the cast
bank of the Buckhannon rviver, Upshur county,
the house kpown @ae the Berlin property was
destroyed by fire, amd six poersons barned to death
—Mra. Quick and her three children, and two
girls of Mr. Kimball; the oldest about thirteen

ears and the other ten. Mro John Quick, the

usband and father, had gone to Hultonsville,
carrying the medl from that place to Sago, His
wife being afrald to stay alone, Mr. Kimball's
chlldren were called In to stay all night, They
were all lying ina back room in (he lower puart of
the house—three ina bed, | arrived at the place
svont 6 o'clock A, M. 1 shall never forget the awful
fecne—the house in ruine, the six bodies barning ;
three 1ying side by side, and the others in the same
way st another place, npparently just us they were
lying in bed. My first conclusion was thot tney all
guffocated before the Ore reached them, Mr, Kim-
ball, father of the oldest girls, hiad got there a few
minutes before. The poor man was almost frantic
with grief and sorrow : he moet me o few rods from
the fwoking ruins, exclaiming, *“Onh! how ecan 1
stand this: oh! that I had died with my children,”
I tried 1o comfort him, but in vain. He went back
into the hot ashes over the remaing of one of his
children and teied to ralde i, 1 advised him to let
them be til Mr, Quick wonld come, Ina short time
& person was sent o meet nim on his way back rrom
Huttonsviile. He arrived ta the evening over-
whelmed with grief, It was surely heart-rend-
IBg W see¢ the poor man. A cofin having been
pade, the renmins that could be found were
placed in it and buried on Sunday at 11 A. M. How
the fire originated i8 not known, a8 none of the
neighbors disgcovered it untll the next morning, and
of thoke i the house not one was left to tell the sad
tale., On the morning of Juoly 8, some of the neigh-
bors Beeing the house no longer oceupying its site,
crossed the river to see what had happened, and, to
their horror, digoovered the roasting remoains of the
vieums in the ruing. It I8 cortalnly a great mystery
that none escaped, and there are varions theories in
regerd to (e, One 18 that the honse was struck by
Hﬁmmll, and all either killed or stunned so as to be
unable to escape, by the same bolt that fired the
house ; another, that they had been mardered, and
the bouge fived inorder to concenl the erime, Bat
ecither surmise g, we belleve, untengble, and the
true fnets in the cuse will perhpps never he known,

line of rallroad and telegraph, and reguest me
to give yon my opinion as to what constitutes
the main line of suld ruilroad apd telegraph, in-
dicating the point of its commencement on the
enet nod of its termination on the west. I have
glven the question careful consideration, and
am of the opinion that by the trie construction
of the stitute referred to, the main lne of the
Pacific Railroad intended in the eleventh sec-
tion thereof commences at the one hundredth
meridian, longitude west from Greenwich, and
terminates at the eastern boundaries of the State
